In 1926, for instance, the average 
length of life of white males in the 
United States was 57 years. White 
females lived an average of 59.6 
years, a difference of 2.6.

Men were living 10 years 
longer, but women were living 14 
years longer. The trend is.continuing. 

One of the great causes of the 
increase jin female. longevity, of 
course, has been the decrease in 
maternal mortality. This improve- 
ment has been a trend of the times 
and has done much to raise the 
female average.. But another trend 
of the times has done just the

as one of the chief causes of the 
growing disparity in male and female

The cause is the increase in auto~ 
Mobile actidents, which take a grow- 
ing toll of male lives. Women are 
not immune, but the rate is less for 
them. 

Highway accidents therefore take 
their place as one of the major

WASHINGTON (AP)—Vice-President 
Nixon said today after a White House visit 
that he is confident. President Eisenhower 
will return to his desk and resume his re- 
sponsibilities. 

He said Eisenhower in his present con- 
dition could make any major government 
decision required of him as president. 


There has been no thought, Nixon teld 
reporters, of delegating presidential powers 
to him or anyone in the cabinet. 


WASHINGTON (UP)—The White House said to- 
day that President Eisenhower has suffered a cerebral 
attack. 

“All findings indicate no brain hemorrhage,” it said 
in a 3 p.m., EST (noon PST) bulletin. 

It said he had suffered a “slight impairment” in 
speech, but that this had “improved perceptibly.” 

The 67-year-old president's physicians said he must 
rest for several weeks but will not have to go to hospital.

Khrushchev said Marshal 
Gorgi Zhukov was ousted’ as 
defence minister Oct. 26 for 
opposing control of the arimy 

“The decision of the Central 
Committee to expel Zhukov 
aimed at a fundamental im 
provement of party political 
work in the armed forces,” 
Khrushchev said 

The party was “leader, organ 
izer, educator and main soyrce| 
of power” of the Soviet armed 
forces 

“The fulfilment of our great 
tasks are possible only through 
friendly co-operation of the 
commanders and political offi-| 
cers in the improvement of 
miilitary personnel.
